PARIS, Mrrch 3—Germany 
last night dropped criminal 
libel charges against the news- 
paper Le Journal for publish- 
ing a sensational feature article 
on “The Secret Loves of Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler.” 

Official word that the Reich 
had decided to withdraw the 
suit, communicated to the Quai 
D'Orsay by the German em- 
bassy, was regarded as termin- 
ating the incident. 

The Berlin government was 
placated, it was authoritatively 
learned, by the fact that Le 
Journal failed to publish an ad- 
vertised sequel to the racy 
article, afid that most copies of 
the offending issue were seized 
on the news stands before they 
gained wide circulation. 

No further explanation of the

Widespread regulations govern- 
ing distribution of unemployment 
relief in cities, towns, villages 
and municipalities throughout the 
province, and which provide that 
residence for 12 months is re- 
quired before relief can be issued 
in any municipality, are incorpor- 
ated in a bill brought down in 


the legislature by Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cress, minister of health. 

Edmonton and Calgary have re- 
quired 12 months residence for 
some time and although this safe- 
guard has been included, the re- 
quirements has not hitherto appear- 
ed on statute books. Inclusion in

It is also provided that a munic- 
ipality which, without lawful ex-

Luigi Petrucci’s Speech 
Attacked in House of 


Commons

Although many people understand that ad- 
hesions may form following an operation, they 
do not usually realize that some of the worst 
possible adhesions occur in patients who heave 
never been near an operating table. It has been 
my experience that adhesions are caused by in- 
flammation and irritation far 


more than by surgery. In 
fact, I believe that a great 


deal of the good resulling 
from operations is due to the 
fact that during the opera- 
lion, the surgeon cuts the af- 
fected area free from ad- 
hesions which have been 
binding it. With the improved 
operative technique of today, 
surgery not attended by 
much danger from adhesions.

The 
sub-committee of the cabinet 
dealing with wheat has tele- 
graphed its refusal to the prairie 
wheat growers who made the re- 
quest, Trades Minister Euler, 
chairman of the sub-committee, 
said Monday. 

Decision was also reached to re- 
fuse the proposal that farmers wh« 
last year sold their wheat below 
the guaranteed price of 8742 cents 
before the guaranteed price came 
into effect be compensated for
